City's Fringe 
Areas Worst, 
Loder Asserts 


Dr. Roland H. Loder, director 
of the city-county health depart­ 
ment, has estimated that approxi­ 
mately 20 per cent of Lincoln’s 
population liv es in lower lev el 
housing. 
About 20 per cent of that num­ 
ber, he guessed, could be ma­ 
terially benefited if giv en the op­ 
portunity to liv e in better quar-| 
ters. They are simply people with; 
low incomes, he said, who cannot 
afford a better place to liv e. 
Dr. Loder described the worst 
a rea s a s the fringe of the city 
to the southwest, north 
a nd 
northea st. There a re a bout 700 
outhouses in tha t a rea , he sa id, 
a nd some of the qua rters don’t 
even ha ve wa ter fa cilities. Out­ 
side wells ca n be seen a ll over,” 
he sa id. 
According to Dr. Loder, Lincoln 
Is still better off in that regard 
than the av erage city of the same 
sile. A detailed surv ey would 
hav e to be taken, he said, to de­ 
termine the exact number of low, 
lev el housing units. 
One-Ha lf Need Help 
About one-half of the 20 per 
cent, he said, do not want to be 
helped and would not be bene­ 
fited if giv en the 
opportunity. 
Low lev el places which could be 
v acated, he said, would hav e tO| 
be destroyed or someone would 
come from some place and occupy 
them again. 
Dr. Loder summed up the prob­ 
lem in this manner: ‘‘Wherev er 
you hav e poor housing you hav ei 
poor sanitation. You then hav e- 
poor health 
which 
breeds filth; 
and debris. That then breeds rats- 
and flies to spread disease.” 
| 
There is always a fringe group,; 
he said, which has to be helped,: 
whether it like it or not. Other -1 
wise there is pov erty and disease 
which will ev entually spread ov er 
into the better population. 
“ Lincoln,” he sa id, “ is J ustly 
proud of its compa ra tively clea n 
city. I would think it would be 
proud a lso to help those people 
of lesser circumsta nces. If not 
from a huma nita ria n point of 
view then out of seH protection 
a lone.” 
Low cost housing, he said, has 
prov ed v ery beneficial in solv ing 
the 
problem 
in 
many 
cities 
throughout the country. 
Mayor 
Victor 
E. 
Anderson 
stated that people liv ing in the 
low lev el places should be giv en 
an opportunity to mov e to Husk- 
erv ille. There are 160 v acancies 
there, he said. 
If more places are needed, he 
said, then a citizen’s 
committee 
should be appointed to determine 
the low rent housing needs. He 
said he was looking into the prob­ 
lem and giv ing it serious consid­ 
eration.
